He was 
said to have pulled Bennett from the 
bed and hit him with a double-bar- 
reled shotgun, knocking the aged man 
to the floor. 

Bennett rose to his feet. got his, 
pocket knife and stabbed. Bishop be- 
fore the latter struck him twice more 
with the shotgun on the left side of 
the head. Bennett fell dead on the 
floor. his skull crushed by the blows 
which broke the shotgun in two, said 
the officers. 

No Shots Fired. 

No shots were fired in the affray 
and Officer Morris said two wnex- 
ploded shells were in the broken gun 
when he arrived. 

Bishop was arrested at the home of 
a neighbor a short distance away and 
police took him to the hospital. 

Officer Jones said Bishop claimed 
he killed Bennett in self-defense be- 
eause the aged man cut him with the 
knife. 

Both the Bishop and the Bennett 
families lived in a small three-room 
dwelling on Third avenue in Hammond 
Park and the Bennetts, both more 
than 80 years of age, were well known 
in the section. The Bennetts were 
married about five years ago, it was 
said.

Is Important Step. 


The campaign to eradicate the screw 
worm ‘in Georgia is one of the most 
gigantic and most important ever 
launched in the state and The Con- 


stitution is to be congratulated for 
directing attention to such a rapidly 
spreading peril, Tom Linder, of Hazel- 
hurst, commissionér-elect of agticul- 
ture, said here Friday. 

“The screw worm is-infesting not 
only cattle, other live stock and hu- 
man beings but all kinds of game 
and practically everything that lives 
and breathes within our borders,” 
Commissioner-elect Linder said. “It 
may be that it can be wiped out but 1 
doubt it. It can be held down to a 
minimum, however, aud for taking 
such a decisive step toward ridding 
the state of it, The Constitution is to 
be. congratulated.” 

Commissioner-elect Linder, who as- 
sumes office January 1, made his com- 
ments during a brief visit to Atlanta 
from his farm in Laurens county 
where he has been superintending hog 
killing. 


a Damaged. 

“No one knows any more than 1 
do the ravages of the screw worm,” 
he said. I am just in from my own 
farm and find that I am getting my 
share of the damage.” 

He added that a study of the screw 
worm proved that it has been active 
for nearly 50 years although it has 
been known to exist in Georgia only 
a few years. The commissioner-elect 
was deeply interested in the plan to 
use members of the Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps to combat the pest next 
spring. 

“It has been proven that only a 
massed attack can cope with such a 
‘situation and I believe that the COC 
boys are the best for this job,” Mr. 
Linder said. “However because this 
pest has infested all kinds of game 
and wild animals within our borders 
it does not appear probable that it 
can be .completely eradicated. We 
‘can tackle it and hope for the best.”

MISSIONARY MARTYRS 

The murder of two more Ameri- 
can missionaries by Chinese bandits 
again raises the question as to the 
wisdom, under present conditions 
in China,.of the continued éxpendi- 
ture of the large sums of money 
contributed by the church people 
of America to maintain representa- 
tives in isolated spots in a country 
where there is constant danger to 
the life of foreigners. 


In former years ‘missionaries 
from America and other countries 
carried to the Chinese the only 
message of civilization and religion. 
These noble and heroic men and 


realization of their despérate need 
for sanitation, modern medical at- 
tention and education. 

As the result thousands of young 
Chinese have come to the United 
States and gone to Europe to be 
educated. Thoroughly trained in 
occidental ways, these young ori- 
entals have returned to their na- 
tive country imbued with the de- 
termination to aid in its redemp- 
tion from the depths to which it 
has descended through. the cen- 
turies, | 

The great majority of the Nan 
officials, both 
men and women, are former stu- 
dents in Occidental countries. Thou- 
sands are scattered all over the 
broad expanse of the nation. 
These educated Chinese, many of 
whom. have adopted Christianity, 
know aS an occidental never can 
expect to learn the peculiar psy- 
chology of the Chinése masses and 
the dangers and treacheries to be 
expected from the lawless bands 
which spring up overnight and rove 
practically at will throughout most 
of the area of the country, killing 
and looting not only foreigners but 
their own countrymen in neighbor- 
ing communities. 

In former days the missionary 
brought the only light to a down- 
trodden and helpless people. Now 
the tens of thousands of educated 
and Christianized Chinese can un- 
dertake the task with a better un- 
derstanding of how to go about it. 

Instead of safety increasing un- 
der the new Chinese government, 
the danger to missionaries seems 
to be more acute. A beloved medi- 
cal missionary was slain by ban- 
dits in the spring in. his home only 
a few miles from Peiping. Other 
missionaries have not been heard’ 
from since the communist ‘raids in 
central China of last month. The 
ruthless murder this week of the 
young missionary couple near 
Tsingteh makes the récord for the 
year one of the most tragic in the 
history of missionary endeavor in 
China. 

The need of the Chinese masses 


is no less desperate than in former w 


years, but it is a serious question 
whether, now that leaders of their 
own race are in a position to bring 
relief to them, the lives of devoted 
American men and women should 
be continued in jeopardy. 

The endeavor to Christianize the 
more than 400,000,000 people of 
this once ‘great nation should not 
be discontinued, but it seems that 
until the Nanking government can 
bring about conditions of law and 
order throughout the country for- 
eign missionaries should be sta- 
tioned only in localities where their 
lives will be safe.

Yet, at the age of 43, he is the 
most feared golfer in big money com- 
petitions, even in fields that include 
Gene Sarazen, Paul Runyan, Ky Laf- 
foon, Craig Wood, Leo Diegel and a 
long list of other stars. 

Mac Smith is a money golfer—but 
not .a title golfer. He is still one of 
the greatest swingers of all time. He. 
has probably the finest backswing in 
golf—and the backswing is the 
foundation of all good golf. 

I haven't the figures in sight, but 
my guess would be that Mac Smith, 
the veteran son of Carnoustie and 
St. Andrews, has won more prize 
money on the west coast than any 
other star. 

I ‘played two rounds with him over 
testing courses along the Pacific,’ and 
his 2eores were 66 and 65, 12 under 
par for 36 holes. 

But the finest ‘feature concerning 
Mac Smitb is this—after 25 years of 
failure in championship play. he still 
looks to the future. e tied for the 
U. S. open at Philadelphia in 1910 
—never got that close again—and 
now he is facing the championships 
ef 1935 with a new hope—and the 
eld dream still working. 

“l’ve got a few years left,” Mac 
told me.

He now led the jack of. clubs 
from dummy with the intention of 
discarding his low heart, thus forcing 
West.to win the trick and compelling 
either a heart lead into his tenace 
or a club lead which. would give 
him a ruff and discard. 

The East player. however, did not 
fall asleep merely because he had a 
near Yarborough, ag. a great many 
players ate wont to do. He spotted 
the situation which South way devel- 
oping and immediately realized that 
his partner would soon be in diffi- 
culties. Therefore, despite the fact 
that he knew his partner held the 
hich ub. he deliberately trumped in 
with his remaining spade. The de- 
clarer's carefully laid plans were cum- 
pletely broken up. South was forced 
to overtrump and, after re-entering 
dummy by overtaking his last “rump. 
to depend on the heart finesse. On 
the low heart lead East. of course, put 
up the ea ie and South’s queen 
was eaptured by West's king. South 
was then forced to concede ‘another 
heart trick to the opponents and his 
contract was defeated as a result of 
West's very fine counter-attack.
